~ TO RESUME EDEN 


PLANTALKS FOR

Bulganin Sends Friend- 
ly Note to Macmillan 
—Proposal Calls for 
Demilitarized Area 
in Central Europe.

LONDON, April 24—The So- 
viet Union has asked Britain to 
resume discussions of the Eden 
plan for creation of a demilitar- 
ized zone in central Europe. 
The suggestion was made in 
an 8000-word letter from Soviet 
Premier Bulganin to Prime Minh- 
ister Macmillan. The letter, 
friendly in tone, approached 


Britain for restoration of the | 
© amicable relations that existed 
_ between the two countries prior 
' to the Hungarian revolt and the | 


Suez crisis. 


Despite the friendliness of its 


tone and the inducements ex- 
tended in reference to expanded 


trade and cultural relations, the | 


letter contained no indication 
that the Soviet Union was pre- 
pared to abandon its drive into 
the Middle East. 

Mideast Economic Interests. 


Publication of the letter by 
Moscow came only 24 hours 
after the Soviet Government 
had published the text of cor- 
respondence between Sir An- 
thony Eden, the Prime Minis- 
ter, and French Premier Mollet 
and Bulganin in the period 
prior to the Suez crisis. 
Soviet publication 
was intended to lower the Brit- 
ish and French position in the 
Arab world and portray the So- 
viet Union as the Arab states’ 
only true friend. | 

A summary of the letter to} 
Macmillan was broadcast by the | 
Moscow radio and monitored | 
here. The British have not yet | 
made it public. 

The best that Bulganin had 
to offer Macmillan was a sug- 
gestion that a “guarantee” of 
Britain’s economic interests in 
the Middle East might be sought | 
through international discus- 
sions and development of nor- 
mal economic ties. 

Bulganin raised the question 
of a demilitarized area in 
Europe in connection with the | 
general problem of disarma-) 
ment. Establishment of such an | 
area, however, would affect gen- | 
eral political questions, includ- | 
ing the reunification.of Ger- 
many. 

Aerial Survey Zone. 


The Soviet Union would be 
willing, Bulganin wrote, to “re-| 
sume the discussion of the pro-| 
posals made some time ago in| 
a general form by Sir Anthony | 
Eden on the setting up of de- 
militarized zones in Europe and 
of areas with restrictions of 
armaments.” | 

The Soviet Government — 

oceed from the assumption, 
fhe Premier added, that its other 
proposals, including one for a 
zone of aerial survey in Europe, 
would also be discussed by the 
British and Soviet leaders. 

The Eden plan was first 
raised at the four-power confer- 


' 


ence of heads of government at 


Geneva in July, 1955. 
Asks for Nuclear Test Bar. 


Bulganin asked Britain to 
agree to the immediate barring 
of hydrogen weapon tests by all 
great powers. No references 
was made to the series of such 
tests recently carried out by the 
Soviet Government. The fe- 
quest evidently was intended to 
prevent the testing of the first 
British hydrogen weapon in the 
Pacific some time before Aug. 1. 

The Soviet Government be- 
lieves, the letter said, that the 
barring of these tests should be 
separated from the general 
problem of disarmament and 
settled independently. 

At the same time, the Soviet 
Union is willing to approach 
the problem of general disar- 
mament by reopening discus- 
sion of the Eden plan, the let- 
ter added. This plan, it is un- 
derstood, is now opposed by 


the United States State Depart- | 


ment. The British Foreign Of- | 
fice has shown little liking for | 
it in recent discussions of dis- | 
armament. 

Some sections of Bulganin’s 
letter were couched in flatter- 
ing terms. Macmillan was told 
that further development of in- 
ternational relations, especially 
in Europe, “largely depends on 
the positions of the Soviet 
Uunion and Great Britain on 
the many problems of world 
peace and security.” 

No Internal Interference. 

However, the Soviet Premier’s 
reference to the Middle East 
did not reflect any concessions 
to the British position in the 
area. 
having failedg to support the 
Soviet Union's proposals for a 
joint four-power statement of 
principles that would form the 
basis for a settlement in the 
Middle East. Britain was re- 


minded that the tense situation | 
in the area touched the securi- | 


ty of the Soviet Union. 

The Soviet Union’s objective, 
the letter said, is renunciation 
of force in the Middle East and 
respect for the sovereignty and 
independence of the countries 
of that area. No interference 
in the internal affairs of these 
countries should be permitted, 
Bulganin insisted. This point 
evoked sharp criticism in Lon- 
don, where it was remarked 
that the Soviet Union's diplo- 
mats and officials were already 
“knee deep” in Syria and Egypt. 

Although Bulganin empha- 
emphasized the necessity for re- 
laxing tension in Europe and 
the need for joint British-Soviet

The first step in Dulles’s cam-

policy address in New York 
earlier this week.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 24 
—A bill backed by big truck 
operators, Teamsters’ union rep- 
resentatives and the oil inter- 
ests was tentatively approved 
by the Senate yesterday after 
a series of crippling amend- 
ments was defeated. 

Denounced by opponents as 
“special interest legislation,” 
the bill would enable big trucks 
to carry larger loads and earn 
an estimated $5,000,000 to $7,- 
000,000 more a year in freight 


revenues, without any increase 
in license fees. 

As it now stands, the bill 
would increase the maximum 
truck weight in Missouri from 
60,010 to 64,650 pounds, and 
extend the legal truck’ length 
from 45 to 50 feet. The pro- 
posed new limitations are un- 


changed from the original bill. 
as sponsored by the Missouri 
Bus and Truck Association. 


No Chance to Vote. 


The Senate had = no _ oppor- 
tunity to vote on the question 
of whether additional state 
truck fees should be imposed. 
An amendment by Senator Leo 
J. Rozier (Rep.', Perryville, 
proposing that big trucks pay 
an additional fee of $400 a year 
if licensed to carry the addi- 
tional weight, was ruled out of 
order by Lt. Gov. Edward YV. 
Long (Dem.), Bowling Green, 
presiding officer of the Senate. 

Long sustained the truck lob- 
by’s objection to Rozier’s amend- 
ment, ruling that it would 
change the purpose of the orig- 
inal bill in violation of the 
State Constitution and Senate 
rules. He held that the purpose 
of the bill was to change truck 
size and weight limitations, and 
not to deal with the question 
of fees.

WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP) 
President Eisenhower and two 
ef his assistants will take part 
in the regional Republican con- 
ference being held this week- 
end in Providence, R.I. 

The President, speaking by 
telephone from his vacation cot- 
lage at Augusta, Ga., will ad- 
dress the state leaders from 
Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts, Connecti- 
rut and Rhode Island at 10:30 
a.m. Friday. He is expected to 
ppeak only a few minutes. 

Gabriel Hauge, special as- 
sistant to the President on eco- 


homic affairs, will address the 
tonference banquet Friday 
night. Howard Pyle, deputy 
assistant to Mr. Eisenhower, 
will attend the conference as a 
White House observer. 

The conference gets under 
way tomorrow with a meeting 
of state finance chairmen and 
a press conference by National 
Chairman Meade Alcorn and 
Senator Andrew F. Schoeppel of 
Kansas, chairman of the Senate 
Republican campaign commit- 
tee. It will close Saturday aft- 
ernoon. 

The sessions constitute the 
second of six regional confer- 
ences sponsored by the na- 
tional, Senate and House cam- 
paign committees to sound out 
state and regional sentiment on 
issues and to listen to intra- 
party complaints. One confer- 
ence has been held—in Omaha. 

Senator Barry Goldwater of 
Arizona, said today he expect- 
ed Mr. Eisenhower to avoid | 
“scrupulously” taking any part 
in the choice of the 1960 Re- 
ublican presidential nominee. 

e took issue with a conten- 
tion of Senator Jacob Javits of 
New York, that only a nominee 
“carrying on the Eisenhower 
brand of Republicanism” could 
win for the party three years 
from now. 

“I don’t think anybody can 
gay this far ahead whether the 
nominee will be an Eisenhow- 
er man,” Goldwater said in an 
interview. “I have never be- 
lieved Eisenhower would try to 
name the nominee. In fact, I 
am convinced he will scrupulous- 
ly avoid any such action.” 

Javits proposed in a New 
York speech yesterday that the 
G.O.P. hold a national confer- 
ence to “crystallize” its policies | 
for 1960 while “the full force 
of Eisenhower's leadership is 


available.” 

Goldwater, former chairman 
of the Republican Senatorial 
Campaign Committee, said he 
doubted any such conference 
would be fruitful because of 
the present division in party 
thinking. 

“The Republican party is 
like a big tent,” he said. “It 
has room within it for con- 
servatives and liberals. There 
is no value in trying to make 
all Republicans think alike.” 

Goldwater showed _ resent- 
ment at Javits’s suggestion that 
some of those interested in cut- 
ting the President’s budget 
might be “seeking a return to 
isolationism and entrenched op- 
position to any federal partici- 
pation in health, housing, edu- 
cation and similar programs.” 


BRITISH UNION 
ASSAILS ALL WHO 
ARE STILL REDS

LONDON, April 24 — The 
Union of Shop, Distributive and 
Allied Workers condemned yes- 
terday trade unionists who “by 
continuing membership or asso- 
ciation with the British Com- 
munist party” supported Soviet 
brutality in Hungary. 

Delegates to the union’s an- 
nual conference at Blackpool 
approved by an overwhelming 
majority a resolution dissociat- 
ing the union emphatically from 
these trade unionists. 

Alan Birch, the union’s gen- 
eral secretary who sponsored 
the resolution, said thousands 
had left the Communist party 
as a result of the Soviet action 
in Hungary. 

Richard Seabrook, union or- 
ganizer, told delegates that for 
25 years he had been advocat- 
ing the Communist party policy 
at union meetings but that he 
had quit the party after the 
Hungarian incidents. 

“One cannot refuse to face 
facts forever,” he said. 

Among the thousands who 
quit the party were union offi- 
cials of varying ranks who, like 
Seabrook, had helped give the 
party much greater influence 
in the British trade union 
movement than its numbers 
Warranted.

The April issue of “Survey of 
(Current Business,” released to- 
way, said personal income in 
March reached an annual rate 
of 337% billion dollars, up 4

quarter of 1956 and up 19 bil- 


lion dollars, or six per cent, | 


from March a year ago. 
Price Rise a Factor. 
Seasonally adjusted sales in 
maftufacturing and trade totaled 
56%4 billion dollars in both 
waruary and February. This was 
n increase of one billion dol- 
ars over the fourth quarter of 


1956, although higher prices ac- | 
counted for most of the rise. 


The report noted a slight de- 


cline in retail sales during | 


March, concentrated in durable 
goods. 


Employment in March was at | 
a new high for the month, with 
non-farm employment about 
1,000,000 higher than a year 
ago. Most of this increase was 
in. non-manufacturing indus- 
tries. Factory employment 
showed little change. 

The survey said that under 
the stimulus of higher incomes, 
consumer spending for goods 
and services advanced to a new 
record rate. This, in turn, 


brought a sharp reduction in. 


the rate of business inventory 
accumulation. 

Last year the book value of 
the inventories of manufactur- 
fing and trade firms increased 
by more than $500,000,000 a 
month. During January and 
February, the rate of increase 
was about $200,000,000 a month.

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Dirty Clouds Retard Rainfall, 


Weather Bureau Scientist Says 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP) | 
—Dirty clouds are slow to pro- | 
duce rain, two United States 
Weather Bureau scientists said 
today in a new report on air 
pollution. 

One of them, Dr. Ross Gunn, | 
told a reporter that new re- 
search indicates that air pol- 
luted by such things as finely 
divided industrial and home | 
ashes, and dust from grassless 
land areas, can delay rainfall 
from clouds, which otherwise | 
would yield rain more quickly. | 
The delay can run from hours 
to days, he said. Depending on 
other meterological factors. 

Gunn made his comments in 
amplifying a technical report 
prepared by himself and Mete- 
orologist B. B. Phillips for pre- 
sentation to the spring meet- 
ing of the National Academy of 
Sciences. 

In answer to a question, | 
Gunn said he does not know 
whether “fallout” from atomic | 
tests could retard rainfall. 

The conclusions about air | 
pollution stem from research 
conducted in a huge 60-foot 
spherical steel] chamber, used 
to “manufacture” clouds. 

“Using ordinary air,” Gunn

cleared of pollution by special | 


techniques that can be em- 
ployed on a small scale.” 


Explaining the rain-inhibiting | 


effect, the meteoroligists said 
in their report to the acedemy 
that certain clouds will not us- 
ually yield rain unless appre- 
ciable numbers of large “cloud 
droplets” are formed high above 
the cloud base. These droplets, 
they said, fall through the cloud 
and grow into raindrops by 
picking up moisture as they go. 

The new research, they said, | 
shows that the size of newly 
formed cloud droplets — and 
hence the outlook for rain—de- 
pends heavily “upon the clean- | 
liness of the processed air.” | 

That is, they indicated, the | 
the cloud, the less 
chance of rainfall. | 

Ultimately, the scientists said, | 
the clouds tend to clear the at- | 
mosphere of pollution by a kind 


of scavenger effect, thus setting | 


up better conditions for rain.

The reasons for thinking that 
a counter-coup may now be in 
the making are evident here. 
On the one hand, there is Cairo 
radio’s “Voice of the Arabs,” 
which has acted as the conduc- 
tor of the orchestra in the 
Baghdad Pact riots and all the 
similar disorders here.. 

The initial reaction of the 
“Voice of the Arabs” to the 
dramatic events of 10 days ago 
was remarkably prudent. But 
on Monday, this loudspeaker 
for Egypt’s Gamal Abdel Nasser 
began to attack King Hussein, 
charging plots against the Jor- 
danian people “in the palace.” 
Yesterday the broadcasts were 
saying that the Jordanian Cabi- 
net that Hussein glued together 
with such difficulty would fall 
within 48 hours. 

Familiar Signal Given. 

More serious still, the “Voice 
of the Arabs” piously declared 
that the rage of the Jordanian 
people can no longer be con- 
tained, and must shortly find 
expression in violent public 
demonstrations. This was the 
familiar signal and today the 
Egyptian agents and Commu- 
nist organizers were leading the 
mobs into the streets. 

On the other hand, what 
amounts to an ultimatum has 
been presented to Hussein and 
his Cabinet by the so-called 
National Steering Committee. 
This organization is dominated 
by the small hard-core of Jor- 
danian Communist leaders, but 
it also includes extreme left- 
wing nationalists of the Baath 
party and other men of the 
pro-Egyptian factions. 

The National Steering Com- 
mittee met Monday night in the 
Communist stronghold of Na- 
blus. Resolutions were adopted 
demanding the dismissal of the 
present Cabinet; the immediate 
appointment of a 100 per cent 
pro-Egyptian: Cabinet; the res- 
toration to thelr former. com- 
mands of all the disloyal Arab 
Legion officers who have fled 
or have been dismissed; the ex- 
pulsion of the American ambas- 
sador and military attache, and 
the immediate. réjection of the 
Eisenhower Doctrine. 


Pressure Campaign On. 


These demands amount to a) 


suggestion that King Hussein 
hand over his country forthwith 
to the Egyptians and their Com- 
munist allies. The resolutions 
were presented formally here in 
Amman yesterday and a cam- 
paign of pressure is now in 
high gear to persuade members 
of the existing Cabinet to re- 


The question is still open, 
however, whether all. these 
menaces and incitements are 
simply psychological warfare, 
intended to test the nerve of 
the King and his Cabinet and 
the loyalty of the Arab Legion.

On the other hand, it 
is still too early for the Legion 
to have recovered unity and 
discipline after all the unset- 
tling events of the last weeks. 

One Factor Delays Nasser. 

Reviewing the position within 
Jordan, therefore, one would 
bet rather heavily on the Egyp- 
tian counter-coup . being 
launched without delay, ff only 
in order to anticipate the mo- 
ment when the Arab Legion 
will again become a fully effi- 
cient férce. But there is one 
major factor outside Jordan 
which influences the betting 
greatly. 

In brief, upwards of 10,000 
troops of the Iraqi army are sta- 
tioned at the pumping station 
H3 on the oil pipeline close to 
the Jordanian border. These 
troops are several times more 
than a match for the 4000 or so 
Syrians who have been stationed 
in the north, within the Jor- 
danian border, since the period 
of the Suez erisis. The Iraqis 
are fully ready to come to Hus- 
sein’s aid. In addition, King 
Saud of Saudi Arabia has placed 
his 3500 troops, also in Jordan 
in the south, under King Hus- 
sein’s personal command for the 
duration of the emergency. 
Hussein Ready to Use Iraqis. 

King Hussein has already let 
it be known, in positive terms, 
that he will call in the Iraqis 
to restore order if the Egyp- 
tians and their adherents in 
Jordan make this necessary. In 
case a counter-coup is attempt- 
ed, the first step will be a 
declaration of martial law. : If 
the Arab Legion then fails to 
get the situation in hand again, 
the Iraqis will be called for. 
And if King Hussein abides by 
his determination to call for 
the Iraqis if need be, the Egyp- 
tian counter-coup can almost 
certainly be defeated. 

Such are the calculations that 
Nasser must make when he 
considers the big decision that 
now lies immediately ahead for 
him. The temptation is great. 
The deterrent is extremely pow- 
erful. If it were not for the 
deterrent, the situation here 
would not be balanced on a 
knife edge: it would now be go- 
ing over the edge. But as mat- 
ters stand, Nasser’s decision 
(and the decision lies wholly in 
his hands) is utterly impossible 
C predict until the situation 


has ripened further.

U.S. WARPLANES 
HEAD FOR PANAMA 
TO MEET ‘ATTACK’ 


FORT CLAYTON, C.Z., April 
24 (AP) — Jet fighters and 
bombers headed for Panama 
from their United States bases 
before dawn today to help fight 
off a mock attack on the Pana- 
ma canal. 

Their target was an “enemy” 
beachhead near the ancient fort 
of San Lorenzo, Spanish bastion 
three centuries ago. 

A swarm of United States 
naval ships began concentrating 
off the beach during the night, 
ready to put the invading 
Marines ashore by helicopter 
and landing craft. 

The morning’s mock battle 
plan called for a shift in the 
fighting locale from Lorenzo 
beachhead to a critical point on 
the canal, near Gatun lock at 
the Caribbean end of the water- 
way. That point also was a tar- 
get for helicopter-carried Ma- 
rines. 

Officials in charge of the 
joint-service maneuvers, tagged 
Carib-Ex, gave a briefing last 
night to military observers and 
officials from a score of Latin- 
American countries. 

They stressed that the exer- 
cise was designed to show, 
among other things, that it was 
possible to send both fighters 
and troops carriers to Panama 
within four or five hours in 
event an enemy actually men- 
aced the canal,

| SANTIAGO, Chile, April 24 
(AP)—President Carlos Ibanez 
picked a personal cabinet yes- 
terday. It was his nineteenth 
since taking office four years 
ago. No political party was rep- 
resented officially. 

Ibanez scrapped the old cabi- 
net Monday after a dispute be- 
tween two members of his ex- 
ecutive family over the arrest 
of four lawyers defending a 
printing firm against subver- 
sion’ charges.

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In a Committee’s Wake 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Two tragic responses to the Mc- 
Clellan committee investigations are 
‘recorded on your editorial page of 

“April 20. 

The first is in a letter concerning 
Postmaster General Summerfield’s 
methods of obtafning a deficiency 
appropriation from Congress. The 

‘Significant aspect of this letter is 
that its author speaks of Summer- 
field's actions as those indicative of 
a “union boss or dictator.” 

' Whether one agrees or not is ir- 
relevant. But the terms of com- 
Parison cannot be overlooked and 
are evidence of more than an aca- 
demic exercise in semantics. For 
here is an indication of popular re- 
sponse to the investigation at this 
time and the resulting stigma being 
Cast upon organized labor. The term 
“union boss” should not serve as a 
barometer of ethical practices or 
dictatorial powers. 


A partial explanation can be 
found, however. To this date the 
Senate Select Committee on Im- 
proper Activities in the Labor and 

““‘Management Fields has stuck ex- 
clusively to the labor field with no 
indication of changing in the near 
future. 

The second comment on the inves- 
tigation is in your editorial, “What 
Next for the Teamsters?” Any per- 
manent decision by the AFL-CIO is 
bound to be reached on the basis 
of the findings of the Ethical Prac- 
tices Committee which is not sched- 
uled to meet for over two weeks. 

The fact that the Teamsters’ exec- 

‘wtive board has “suggested very 
strongly that no Teamster official 
will appear before the AFL-CIO 
Ethical Practices Committee” is not 

{ justification for your judicial spree. 

The possibility of the expulsion of 

, Dave Beck from the AFL-CIO and 
the suspension or expulsion of the 
Teamsters cannot be decided on the 
basis of testimony heard before the 

' McCellanh committee. When your 

' paper speaks of expelling Beck as 

: “the least it (the executive council) 
¢an do for its own reputation” you 

. are making decisions on the basis 
of impulsive public opinion and not 
on court evidence.

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Chinese Hopscotch 


Secretary of State Dulles could allow the na- 
tion access to some of the most important news 
in the world and at the same time get himself 
out of hot water. He has only to say the word 
that would permit the American press to enter 
Red China and go about its business there. 

Instead, Secretary Dulles goes stubbornly 
along, complicating matters more and more as 
he weaves about in his efforts to justify the 
State Department’s untenable position denying 
the right of American newsmen to travel in 
Communist China. But he has retreated a bit 
as shown by his press conference statement that 
the Eisenhower Administration is willing to try 
a “selective single-shot experiment.” This, he 
says, would be based on the newspapers being 
able to devise a passport policy that would al- 
low a few reporters to go to the Chinese main- 
land and at the same time bar other Americans. 

Secretary Dulles is referring to what is known 
as the “pooling” of news. This is resorted to in 
extreme cases where there are facilities for only 
a few reporters. What they write is made avail- 
able to the other press representatives. But 
there is plenty of room in Red China and Pei- 
ping has a standing invitation for 15 correspond- 
ents to visit for a month. As for Secretary Dul- 
les’s apparent belief that if reporters are al- 
lowed to go then other Americans must be 
similarly treated, this would be applying a prin- 
ciple which has not been applied in other sit- 
uations of the sort. Reporters just recently were 
permitted to go into Middle Eastern countries 
while other Americans were not. 

Since Peiping extended its invitation last 
August, Secretary Dulles has tangled himself 
up in several excuses for barring reporters from 
accepting. He said the United States Govern- 
ment could not guarantee protection for the 
reporters but reporters always have accepted 
such risks without any guarantee. Next he said 
reporters could not go unless Peiping released 
the several American prisoners it is holding. 

Then he said reporters could not go because 
Peiping might free the prisoners if they did and 
that would be submission to blackmail. After 
that he said they could not go because this 
would drop the barriers to a general “cultural 
exchange” with Red China. Yet the State 
Department admitted reporters to Soviet Rus- 
sia while it was barring any general cultural 
exchange. 

How much longer is Secretary Dulles going 
to jump about in his tiresome game of hop- 
scotch? The State Department has neither right 
nor reason behind its ban on American report- 
ers in Red China. The simple thing to do is 
lift the ban. 
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A Bill to Curb Junketeers 


Representative Dawson of Utah has intro- 
duced a bill that would put an end to the prac- 
tice of keeping secret the amount of money 
spent on congressional trips and investigations. 
The money that is spent is public money so the 
public should be entitled to know how the money 
is used. Most of this money is spent for a 
good purpose but there are trips that are noth- 
ing more than junkets. Several Congressmen 
have stated publicly in recent months that they 
see no reason why there should be secrecy about 
money speft on trips. And Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn said last February that abuses in connec- 
tion with trips were “going to be looked into.” 
It lies within his power to see that Mr. Dawson's 
bill gets due consideration. 
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Voting Themselves In 

The Missouri House pension bill cannot be 
said to go from the sublime to the ridiculous 
only because it does not reach the sublime. The 
legislators’ plan to pension themselves is ridicu- 
lous enough, politically and practically. 

Under this bill the state and the state employe 
would each contribute to a pension fund in 
amounts equivalent to 4 per cent of individual 
pay and 4 per cent of the state payroll. This 
is sound financing, and it would enable a state 
employe with 20 years of service to retire at the 
age of 65 with a pension of $600 a year, if his 
salary had averaged $3600 a year. The addition 
of Social Security benefits would make this a 
reasonable pension. 

The legislators, however, also voted over- 
whelmingly to pension legislators. The mini- 
mum pension for them after only six years of 
service would be $75 a month, or $900 a year. 
In short, the legislator would get half again as 
large a pension as the state employe mentioned 
above, with only a third as much service. 

It is no wonder that the floor leaders of both 
parties opposed this bill and Representative 
Warren E. Hearnes, the Democratic leader, gave 
House members this sterling advice: “I believe 
that, if we pass this bill giving us monthly pen- 
sions after only six years of servige, it will come 
back to haunt’ us when a salary increase is again 
submitted.” 

Indeed it will. 
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Torture That Concerns Us, Too 


Largely by avoiding the unpleasant subject, 
the French government for months maintained 
the illusion of relative quiet on the Algerian 
front. But now the Paris papers again are full 
of it, and there even has been rioting in French 
streets. The storm has blown up over reports 
of the use of organized terror and torture to 
“pacify” North Africa. 

This indignation began with the return of 
reservists from their tours of duty in Algeria. 
Many of these civilian-soldiers are bitter about 
activities in which they were forced to partici- 


pate. Outstanding among them is Jean Jacques 
Servan-Schreiber, friend of Mendes-France and 
editor of L’Erpress. Angered by Serva rei- 


ber’s editorial attacks, Premier Mollet had him 
called to the colors and sent to North Africa 
last summer. Now Servan-Schreiber is back in 
Paris, writing a series of articles about what he 
saw. He has been denounced by the Ministry 
of Defense, but officers on active duty issued a 
statement in his support, saying: 

We have to translate (orders) into the 
shameful facts. Those of us who are zeal- 
ous could find ourselves arraigned as war 
criminals . . . even the best of us risk los- 
ing our sensibilities, our honor and our 
faith. . . . Many officers, with distinguished 
careers, are expressing their moral despair... 


A little book, “Against Torture,” by Pierre 
Henri Simon, a reserve officer, gives shocking 
details of specific cases. It warns France 
against falling into Hitlerism. 

The government hardly can meet this criti- 
cism by suppressing entire issues of newspapers, 
as it has done, It cannot wipe out the condem- 
nation of the assembled cardinals and arch- 
bishops of France. This has @awned on the au- 
thorities belatedly. A move to prosecute Servan- 
Schreiber has been dropped, and a commission 


’ has been appointed to guard civil rights in Al- 


geria. Many Frenchmen are waiting to see 
whether this move is genuine or just a device 
to silence critics. 

This is a matter not merely for Paris, but 
for the concern of all Western capitals. In- 
volved as the United States is in Arab affairs, 


we should not shrug it off as “Afghanistanism” 
or as a French “internal affair.” It is under- 
mining Western influence in the Arab world. 
Even if this were not the case, a quiet remon- 
strance would be called for bya fair regard 
for humanity. 
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An Arms Cut Is Possible 


President Eisenhower's Atlanta statement that 
disarmament is indispensable and that “it is not 
essential that controls should accomplish every- 
thing at once” is more encouraging than many 
other pronouncements on this subject—especial- 
ly since it follows his announcement last week 
that Harold E. Stassen had reported from Lon- 
don that the five-member United Nations sub 
committee was conducting “the most serious 
talks on disarmament since World War II.” 

To the realistic, it must be acknowledged that 
disarmament still seems to be low on the inter- 
national horizon, that there still is too much dis- 
trust between nations to expect any but the 
weakest—those which cannot put their trust in 
arms in any case—to deprive themselves of 


“weapons as the ultimate expression of power. 


On the other hand, it is at least equally realis- 
tic to consider the cataclysmic potential of fhod- 
ern A-bombs and H-bombs, and then to conclude 
that their use might be suicidal. Surely this vin- 
dicates the President's belief that a reduction 
in arms is both desirable and possible. 

Total disarmament may be the ideal, but that 
is out of the question for the time being. Abso- 
lute guarantees seem equally unattainable at 
present. But the President advocated only par- 
tial disarmament—“reduction of arms’’—and 
controls short of those which would “accomplish 
everything at ence.” Whether this is a modifica- 
tion of the “open skies” proposal which he made 
at Geneva in 1955 is not clear, but it does sug- 
gest a step-by-step approach which, if adopted, 
might breed the mutual ¢onfidence necessary 
for more impressive accomplishments.“ 

Mr. Stassen talked with Secretary Dulles, 
Lewis L. Strauss of the AEC, Defense Secretary 
Wilson, Air Force Secretary Quarles, Admiral 
Radford and others before reporting to the 
President. This raises the speculation that he 
may have brought specific proposals from Lon- 
don for their consideration. Beyond speculation, 
however, is the President's request that he re- 
turn to London and “follow through thorough- 
ly.” That is the way to achieve at least a partial 
relaxation of the present deadlock, the way to 
prove that governments are determined to set- 
tle their differences by devices less terrible than 
all-out war. ' 


To Help the County’s Children 

In a recent letter, Dr. E. V. Lambrechts of 
Olivette underscored one of St. Louis county's 
most serious public health deficiencies: Failure 
to bring the benefits of fluoridation to the coun- 
ty’s thousands of children. As Health Commis- 
sioner of Olivette, Dr. Lambrechts realizes 
that Olivette’s problem is part and parcel of 
the county’s problem. 

Apart from Kirkwood and Valley Park, which 
have their own municipal water systems, the 
county’s 90-odd incorporated communities are 
linked together in the St. Louis County Water 
Co. system, a privately Wwned operation. County 
Water Co. has taken the position that it would 
fluoridate when it was ordered to do so by 
someone with authority to issue such an order. 
The big question is: Who has such authority? 
Kirkwood and Valley Park, of course, could 
fluoridate tomorrow if their officials had the 
nerve to go ahead.

The Atomic Energy Commission deserves 
commendation for its proposal to take the public 
more into its confidence concerning applica- 
tions for atomic power plants. According to 
the rule it proposes fo adopt, before a con- 
struction permit or license is issued the com- 
mission will either hold a public hearing or 
publish notice and allow at least 15 days for 
interested persons to demand a hearing. 

This is in sharp contrast with the secretive 
procedure followed by the commission in hand- 
ling the proposed atomic power plant near De- 
troit. Several members of the Senate-House 
Atomic Energy Committee and several labor 
unions raised safety objections to the plant. 
Demands haye been made for the adoption of 
commission rules which will better protect the 
public's right to know and to be heard. | 

While the commission's action thus is in 
response to prompting, it is nonetheless a 
commendable move in the right direction.

Americans resent paying taxes to be told 


what to think. That is why the United States In-@ 


formation Agency ran into a squall of criticism 
when Congress learned that USIA funds had 
been used to help finance a privately produced 
movie carrying what was described as “a hard- 
hitting, anti-Communist theme.” 

It appears that the film is to be shown nat 
only abroad but in the United States, and that 
USIA’s financial support of it will be kept 
secret from the public in both cases. USIA 
Says it has no intention of propagandizing the 
American people, but backed the film for-.over- 
seas showing because, being anti-Communist, “it 
certainly will have a most useful impact on per- 
sons in other countries and advance the for- 
eign policy objectives of the United States Gov- 
ernment.” As part of the agreement, says USIA, 
the producer “naturally, insisted on domestic 
as well as foreign showings in order to recover 
his investment.” 

Somehow, it does not sound just “right. Is 
USIA telling us that the American people will 
have to submit to being propagandized by a 
government agency because that is the commer- 
cial consequence of tle agency's desire to prop- 
agandize foreigners? 

Perhaps USIA could carry out its functions 
more effectively if it adopted the simple rule 
that foreigners, being people, are entitled to be 
treated like Americans and vice versa—from 
which it would follow that propaganda tactics

Hennings vs. Bricker-McCarthy 


This was before McCarthyism had 
become what might be hopefully called 
has-beenism. In 1950 McCarthy barged 
into the senatorial electiens of Mary- 
land and Missouri, and while he is 
credited with having something to do 
with the defeat of Millard Tydings in 
Maryland, his influence in the Missouri 
election was negligible. 


Once in the Senate, Hennings re- 
fused to surrender to the “trap of his- 
tory” and trim his sails to the prevail- 
ing winds of thought and speech. In a 
recent book on the United States Sen- 
ate, William S. White writes, “In 1954 
. . » Hennings of Missouri, with unan- 
swerable logic broke the _ Bricker 
Amendment, in a body theretofore com- 
mitted to it by two to one.” 


There are some who fix the date of 
McCarthy eclipse at the Murrow-Mc- 
Carthy débate and others who insist 
that it was the Army-McCarthy hear- 
ings, but a strong case can be made that 
the Wisconsin Senator reached his wa- 
tershed in 1952 with the report of the 
Senate subcommittee on his financial 
activities. Senator Hennings chaired 
this subcommittee and its findings ini- 
tiated a chain of accountability that cul- 
minated in the vote of censure. 


Record on Oil, and Gas Grabs 


On other occasions Senator Hennings 
rounded out a forthright record by ob- 
jecting to the surrender of the tide- 
lands, posing the natural gas grab 
bill, leading the fight for an investiga- 
tion of the gas and oil monopoly’s in- 
fluence on legislation, calling for more 
realistic rules governing campaign ex- 
penditures, and authorizing a resolu- 
tion for the fair conduct of congres- 
sional investigations. 

He criticized the State Department’s 
arbitrary policy on passports, and as a 
member of the Senate Judiciary Com: 
mittee, Hennings helped to pry the ap- 
pointments of Warren, Harlan, and So- 
beloff out of the vault of parliamen- 
tary bad manners and into the white 
light of committee responsibility. 


No one in or out of the Judiciary 


“are basically sad men, but the 


vocate for welfare measures at home 
and a strong bi-partisan program 
abroad, including support for long-range 
planning in foreign aid. 

Above all else, perhaps, Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr., has symbolized sanity in 
the Era of the Inquest and tolerance 
during the Decade of the Great Fear. 
In the midst of the overseas book burn- 
ing fiascos, he called upon President 
Eisenhower to implement his Dart- 
mouth speech in which the President 
condemned censorship. Throughout the 
successive tidal waves of excitement, 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr., identified 
himself with the causes of such unfor- 
tunate victims of ill-considered policy 
as Ellen Knauff, Val Lorwin, and Ed- 
ward Corsi. 

Nowhere are Hennings’s efforts to 
make the Bill of Rights a living docu- 
ment more evident than in the work of 
the Senate subcommittee on constitu- 
tional rights. With Hennings as chair- 
man, the procedure of the subcommit- 
tee became a model for all investigat- 
ing committees to follow. 


A Model for Investigators 


Each subpena contained a statement 
of the subject upon which the witness 
was to be questioned. Every witness 
was granted the right to counsel and 
accorded the right to object to any in- 
terrogation on the grounds of irrele- 
vance. 


Like all investigating committees 
should, the subcommittee fulfilled its 
fundamental purpose and came up with 
legislative recommendations. Four civil 
rights proposals were sent to the Ju- 
diciary Committee relating to (1) pro- 
tection of voting rights in federal pri- 
maries and elections; (2) establishment 
of new civil rights enforcement ma- 
chinery; (3) protection of the rights 
of members of the armed forces; and 
(4) enactment of an anti-lynching law. 

In challenging the tide of the times, 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr., has not fallen 
from political favor. In last year’s elec- 
tions, Hennings out-polled all of the 
candidates on both tickets in the pri- 
mary and the general elections. 


Missouri Voters and Dissenters 


Many of the ideas which Hennings 
has espoused would be the kiss of 
death to a politician in another state. 
How does it happen that these contro- 
versial issues are so attractive in Mis- 
souri? For one thing there is consider- 
able evidence that Missouri has taken 
pride.in being something of a haven of 
sanity during the past years of turbu- 
lence. The state did not enact a loyal- 
ty oath throughout the nervous decade, 
and no one has suggested scratching 
the two bears from the Great Seal of 
Missouri. 


Particularly important is the pres- 
ence of a forthright press. Missouri is 
the land of g newspapers, of vigor- 
ous small town dailies and great metro- 
politan publications. The Kansas City 
Star, St. Louis Globe-Democrat and the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch frequently differ 
in their points of view but on matters 
relating to civil rights and civil liberties 
they close ranks and march together. 
The impact of the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch is especially important, since the 
paper casts its shadow over the length 
and breadth of the state. 

A complete explanation of the rela- 
tive tolerance of diversity would also 
include a comment on the influence of 
belief systems and the role of the so 
cial myth, “I’m From Missouri—You 
Have To Show Me.” In Missouri the 
Style of politics frequently includes 
support for publie figures who dissent 
from the “going opinion.”

Between Book Ends 


Filibusters and Destiny 


DESTINY AND GLORY, Edward S. Wal- 
lace. (Coward-McCann, 320 pgs., $5.) 


In the decade between the Mexican 
and Civil Wars, while Americans at 
home were locked in a national debate 
over slavery and nullification, over 
railro and westward expansion, a 
small band of American adventurers— 
a rowdy, boisterous, reprehensible lot 
—were creating ill-will for the United 
States among her Spanish-speaking 
neighbors. Through bold, yet diser- 
ganized and reckless raids on Mexico, 
Cuba, and other lands, these “fili- 
busters”—as they were called, to use 
the term in an earlier and more imag- 
inative manner than it is used today— 
sought to carve out new nations and 
to overthrow existing regimes south 
of the Rio Grande. 

The story of these fantastic expedi- 
tions and the freebooters who fought 
them, is a little-known chapter in 
American history. Now Edward S. 
Wallace has come 
along with his lat- 
est historical ef- 
fort, “Destiny and 
Glory,” a book that 
does much to il- 
luminate this for- 
. gotten chapter. 

Filibusters 
roamed into Mex- 
ico at will, swarmed 
over Cuba and 
Santo Domingo, 
and even got as far 
south as Ecuador. 
Creating serious 
Edward S. Wallace Problems for their 

much divided na- 
tion, most of the filibusters, neverthe- 
less, were insignificant figures. Their 
ill-conceived ventures came to naught; 
many were buried on foreign soil and 
scarcely a tear was shed for them in 
our nation. But two of their number 
stand out clearly and boldly as indi- 
viduals. 


One is William Walker, a flamboy- 
ant “man of destiny’ from Tennessee, 
who seized control of Nicaragua before 
his luck ran out in front of a firing 
squad. His earlier efforts to find for- 
tune in California and Mexico having 
failed, this “king of the wild filibus- 
ters” dreamed up the Nicaraguan fiasco 
with its “far more promising possibil- 


~ ities.” 


The feminine angle was handled by 
a lovely from New York, Mrs. Jane 
McManus Cazneau, who had her fin- 
gers in a number of ventures. In 1847, 
she was in Washington trying to inter- 
est Congressmen and other officials in 
a “large project” as Senator Thomas 
Hart Benton of Missouri wrote, “nothing 
less than the absorption into our Union 
of all Mexico.” A little later she was in 
New York editing a paper seeking the 
annexation of Cuba. In the 1850s, she 
and her third husband, William L. Caz- 
neau, worked feverously for the an- 
nexation of Santo Domingo. 

In great measure the existence of 
the filibusters was part and parcel of 
a mid-nineteenth century theory that 
the United States had a destiny—a 
manifest destiny—to expand over all 
of North America and beyond—to lands 
in South America. 

Dr. Wallace has been careful with his 
details, in spinning a delightful and 
colorful picture of a decade whose 
spirit was “one of adventure and ro- 
mance, an enthusiastic nationalism and 
conviction of America’s imperial des- 
tiny, and an unshakable belief in our 
superiority to all the world.”

President who exercises his 
power. 

Eisenhower’s Solution. 

As Joseph C. Harsch ex- 


plained recently, those who take 
the second view believe that 
when the President is disabled, 
his powers can most faithfully

do so, 

This seems to me to avoid any 
suggestion that some kind of 
tribunal or commission of emi- 
nent men should sit in judg-

In dealing with this problem, 
the first thing we have to real- 
ize is that there is no such 
thing, indeed that there can be 
no such thing, as a happy and 
entirely satisfactory solution. 


Tribunal Not Desirable. 


It is a calamity when the 
President becomes disabled, and 
no statute or constitutional 
amendment can do more than | 
to mitigate some of the conse- | 
quences. | 

But on the whole the best of | 
the solutions is, it seems to me, | 
the one proposed by President | 
Eisenhower. This rests on two 
basic principles. One is that | 
the President himself should be 
the judge of his own disability. 

The other principle is that 
while the President is alive, the | 


case of a President who 
gradually became mentally in- 
competent without realizing the 
fact or being wiljing to recog- 
nize it. 


My own view of this possibil- | 


ity is that we cannot foresee 
and prepare for all eventual- 
ities. 

It is the part of wisdom to 
say that if and when such a 
situation arises, the remedy 
should be worked out by those 
who know all the facts of so 
unusual and so peculiar a situ- 
ation. 


Until Next Election. 


If we are going to amend the 
Constitution to deal with this 
problem, we ought at least to 
consider restoring what was al- 
most surely the original intent 
of the founders. 

This was, so I have always 
understood, that if the Vice 
President succeeds, it shall be 
not for the remainder of the 
President's four-year term but 
only until in the normal course 
of things new elections can be 
held. 

This would be at mid-term if 
the President died or resigned 
in the first two years. It would 
be at the regular presidential 
election time if he resigned or 


| died in the last two years. 


The value of such a reform 
would be that it would reduce 
to a minimum the time during 
which a man, never in fact 
clected to be President, exer-

| parable size spend from 6 to 8

said. In the same fiscal period, 
| Reed reported. San Francisco, 
with a population of 803,500 
spent $7.95 per capita for parks 
‘and recreation. 

Panelist William E. Kloppe, 
president of the Missouri Park 
and Recreation Association, said 
the National Recreation Associ- 
ation recommends one acre of 
public park or playground for 
every 100 residents of a city.

Radiation Shortens Animal Life, 


Probably Man’s, Scientist Says 


Exposure to radiation shortens , 
the life span in experimental 
animals and probably in human 
beings as well, even though the | 
dosage may be insufficient to) 
cause death, George W. Casar- 
ett of the University of Roch- | 
ester told the Industrial Health 
Conference at Kiel Auditorium 
yesterday. 

Casarett, who is with the uni- 
versity’s department of radia-| 
tion biology and atomic energy 
project, spdke at a joint session 
the American Industrial 


American Conference of Gov- 
ermmental Industrial Hygien- 
ists. 


Reporting on research with 
rats, dogs and other ~animals 
over the last 10 years, Casarett 
said radiation exposed animals 
degenerated more rapidly with 
increasing age and tended to 
develop diseases of old age | 
earlier than did animals that 
had not been exposed. 


Radiologist’s Death Rate. 


Casarett noted that a pre- 
vious study by Dr. Shields War- 
ren had indicated that radiol- 
ogists who died from 1930 to 
1955 suffered an average short- 
ermng of life of about five years, | 
as cpmpared with physicians | 
who did not have regular con- 
tact with X-ray work. | 

“The avallable data seem to 
indicate,” he said, “that sub- 
lethal irradiation of the whole 
body or substantial volumes of 
vital tissues causes premature 
death or shortening of life pri- 
marily by accelerating actual 
biological aging processes, 
which in turn causés earlier on- 
set on the diseases of the spe- 
cies associated with or promot- 
ed by aging processes.” 

Casarett added that the dis- 
eases included various cancers. 
He said his studies indicated 
that many of the basic degen- 
erative changes which precede 
onset of disease in the irradiat- 


ed area were remarkably simi- | 


lar, microscopically, to the 
changes that accompanied the | 
speeding up of the aging 
process. 

The University of Rochester 
experiments also suggested, 
Casarett emphasized, that the 
rate of aging of the kidney had 
much to do in determining the 
nature of the aging or senes- | 
cense that an individual would 
experience, and the manner of | 
the individual’s eventual death. 

AEC Man Reports. 

Walter D. Claus, of the divi- 
sion of biology and medicine, 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
said the National Committee on 
Radiation Protection and three | 


other scientific groups recent- 
ly had recommended that se- 
vere limitations be imposed on 
the exposure to radiation that 
is considered safe for the gen- 
eral population, 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, he reported, is now consid- 
ering revised levels of maxi- 
mum permissible dose rates. He 


said scientists at present simply 


do not know whether there is 
a dosage of radiation, however 
small, that is entirely safe. 
“Somewhere,” he said, “we 
must compromise on a dose rate 
which, in the light of all avail- 
able infermation, can confident- 
ly be expected to conform with 
the criteria of acceptable risk, 
yet which must conform also 
with reasonable economic con- 
siderations, if we are to enjoy 
the benefits of atomic energy.”

Kirkwood Divided, Votes Again 


Tuesday on Rise in School Tax 


A spirited campaign is in 
progress in the R-7 (Kirkwood) 
school district, where voters 
will go to the polls next Tues- 
day to vote on three proposi- 
tions, two of which would in- 
crease the school tax from $3.47 
to $3.96 on each $100 assessed 
property valuation. 

Similar propositions failed to 
get the necessary two-thirds 
majorities when submitted in 
the April 2 election. If ap- 
proved next Tuesday, the levy 


compared with rates in other 
school districts, whose schools, 
like R-7's,-have a triple A rat- 
ing from the State Board of 
Education. 


The association, headed by 
Fox, issued a comparative an- 
alysis of tax rates in 17 county 
school districts, which showed 
the average rate is $2.84.

Estimated en- 
rollment for 1957-58 is 6786 
pupils or an increase of 113 
per cent.

OF TWIN ATOMIC REACTOR 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (UP) 
+—-The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion said today it plans to au- 
thorize the Glenn L. Martin Co, 
of Baltimore to build an experi- 
mental twin atomic power re- 
actor at Middle River, Md. It 
said a construction permit 
would be issued unless hear- 
ings were requested within 16 
days. 

The Aec said the proposed 
facility will contain two crit- 
ical experimental cells operat- 
ing independently of each oth- 
er. One, using enriched tubular 
fuel elements encased in stain- 
less steel, will check theoretical 
calculations and predict the re- 
actor.s nuclear characteristics. 
The other, similar to the Army's 
“package power” reactor, will 
use uranium fuel in the forms 
of foils between stainless steel 
plates. Walter will be used as 


the moderator in both reactors. | 


The AEC said Martin esti- 
mates the facilities will be 
ready for operation between 
June 1 and Aug. 1.

AST week on a morning of warm rain we drove 
to Fultqm to talk at a state meeting of the Fed- 

erated Women’s Clubs. In all the hill country

This has, of course, 
nothing to do with mental capacity; because of the 
-. tremendous effort they must make, the youngsters 
= seem even quicker and more eager than normal 
children of the same age. :

THE FIRST DEMONSTRATION was given by a 
t-faced group of first-grade boys and girls who . 
from pethts eight to 12 years and showed 
“their ability in lip and sight reading and speech, Long 
* before it was over you could fairly feel the entire 
“audience of 350 adults making a conscious effort with 
® the children to use vocal chords, throat muscles, 
= tongue and lips to form words which they themselves 
will never hear. After this demonstration, three older 
girl students under the skilful direction of superin- 
= tendent Lloyd Harrison “sang” the Lord’s Prayer in 
* «the beautiful sign language of the deaf. This was 
-edone to the accompaniment of Perry Como’s excellent 
musical rendition of this familiar prayer. The grace- 
ful movements of hands and arms—the rapt faces of 
the singers in their silent world—we in the audience 
“found these more moving than any choir of voices.

Comment on 
Farm lhcome, 
Food Prices

- LAWTON, Okla., 

AM beginning to wonder if 

Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 

son really believes some of 
the things he says, for appar- 
‘ently they can be so easily dis- 
proved. 

Not long ago he told a Repub- 
lican women’s conference in 
Washington, D.C., that “the 
truth is that on a nationwide 
basis, realized net farm income 
last year... was 4 per cent 
above 1955.” 

As a matter of fact, I am told 
that net farm income after in- 
ventory adjustments was $100,- 
000,000 less in 1956 than in 
1955. 

. . - 

IN 1952 farm income was 
15.1 billion dollars, but by 1956 
it had dropped to 11.6 billion 
dollars. This brought the aver- 
age farm income per capita $8 
lower in 1956 than in 1955. 

If the consumers were ben- 
efiting by the drop in farm 
prices, there would be at least 
one group that would be better 
off. But food prices fell only 
2 per cent between 1952 and 
1956 while farm income dropped 
17 per cent. 

The food processors seem to 
have been a little at fault be- 
cause, while they could buy 
farm products for 17 per cent 
less than in 1952, they reduced 
prices to retailers by only 6 
per cent. Chain store food re- 
tailers paid 7 per cent less for 
processed food in 1956 than in 
1952, but they gave the consum- 
er the benefit of only 242 per 
cent reduction.

The 
quality, as you have probably 
noticed, has steadily improved. 
If one of the better brands has 
been purchased, much of the 
fruit is whole and can be lifted 
out after heating and served 
with the remainder around it 
as a sauce. 

Generally, we are not as 
much interested in this as we 
are in the addition of season- 
ings such as onion and celery 
that blend so well with to 
toes. I like to add a little 
sugar also. Tomatoes can be 
purchased in stewed form, well 
seasoned and with an addition 
of green pepper that gives an 
attractive dppearance. 

Browned buttered cubes of 
bread may be added to stewed 
tomatoes or, better yet, may be 
used as a garnish. If they are 
arranged on top, crispness may 
be retained, providing a con- 
trast in texture many of us 
like. 

Another favorite method of 
serving canned tomatoes is to 
place alternate layers of but- 
tered soft crumbs and tomatoes 
in a casserole, and to bake 15 
or 20 minutes. This recipe is 
known as scalloped tomatoes. 

Scalloped Tomatoes. 

Two cups soft bread crumbs, 
one-quarter cup melted butter 
or margarine, one No. 2% can 
tomatoes, salt, pepper, sugar. 

Toss bread crumbs with fork 
in melted butter or margarine. 
Season tomatoes to taste with 
salt, pepper and sugar. Arrange 
in alternate layers in casserole. 
If desired, minced onion, celery 
and green pepper may be com- 
bined with the tomatoes. Make 
the top layer of crumbs and 
bake in moderate over (375 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) about 20 min- 
utes. Yield: Six servings. 
Scalloped Tomatoes With Corn. 

Combine equal amounts of 
whole kernel corn and canned 
tomatoes. Season to taste. Cov- 
er with buttered soft bread 
crumbs or bread cubes (crou- 
tons) and bake in moderately 
hot oven (400 degrees Fahren- 
heit) about 15 minutes or until 
crumbs are browned.
